iates, in which he sought to 
an­ 
swer opposition expressed by some 
federation unions to the amend­ 
ment which the AFL itself pro­ 
posed to the Wagner act. 
Hurls Charges 
Green denied that his group was 
seeking to destroy the labor re­ 
lations statute, and declared that 
AFL officials 
as 
“friends” 
and 
“sponsors” of the original law are 
trying “to perfect it, to preserve 
it, and to make it a better law.” 
He charged that the CIO had 
confused AFL unions 
and 
per­ 
suaded them to oppose the federa­ 
tion amendments 
by 
“misrepre 
sentation and false propaganda.” 
His charges appeared to raise 
new complications in the drive for 
labor peace, inaugurated by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
Until Green’s letter was made 
public, it had appeared that pros­ 
pects for eventual reunion of the 
AFL and CIO were brighter than 
in weeks.

OKLAHOMA CITY. March 25. 
—(U P)—Roger Cunningham, con­ 
fessed slayer of his socialite wife, 
said today that her “constant nag­ 
ging” impelled him to strangle her 
to death March 6, and then hide 
her body in a sewer ditch. 
He drew a diagram that di 
rected officers to the freshly dug 
ditch where her body was found 
“I want to give this advice to 
all young men,” Cunningham said. 
“Tell your wives 
exactly 
how 
much money you make and what 
to do with it, so they will not 
continually be nagging 
you 
to 
know.” 
Locate Body 
The woman’s body was found 
shortly after 3 a. m. by workmen 
digging in the eerie light fur­ 
nished by flares and lanterns. The 
body was under eight feet of 
earth as the ditch had been filled 
on March 7, the day after Cun­ 
ningham put it there and covered 
it with a thin layer of dirt. 
County Attorney Lewis Morris 
filed a murder change against 
Cunningham, a 33-year old in­ 
spector for the Federal Housing 
Administration who said he hoped 
the case would be taken speedily 
through the courts. 
“Bad Dream” 
“I felt this morning like a six- 
year old boy awakening from a bad 
dream,” Cunningham 
said. 
“I 
don’t think I ever had a full rea­ 
lization of what I had done until 
today.” 
Cunningham insisted that he 
had been sincere until last Wed­ 
nesday night in insisting that he 
did not remember what happened 
to his 30-year old wife. 
“The realization of what I had 
done came to me suddenly and 
then all the details were vivid. 
My wife and I quarreled some,” 
Cunningham said. 
“But I think 
our life was pretty much that of 
any young married couple. Wives 
should not nag husbands about 
how much money they make.” 
Pleads Insanity 
Cunningham told officers: 
“I must have been crazy. 
It 
was a hell of a thing to do.” 
Defense attorneys indicated he 
would plead insanity. 
Cunning­ 
ham twice had been held for ex­ 
amination at a state hospital for 
the insane at Norman, Okla., they 
said. 
Cunningham said that he had 
been married previously and di­ 
vorced in 19 32. 
He blamed the 
divorce on “money trouble.”

One of the most enchanting of 
the early spring blooming shrubs 
is the white 
genista 
(genista 
monosperma pendula). We seldom 
see this nowaday s, though it was 
one of the charms of earlier Cali­ 
fornia gardens. 
It is called the 
“ bridal veil broom,” and the name 
is most 
appropriate 
in 
early 
spring 
when the 
bush, which 
grows ten feet tall with slender, 
pendulus, almost leafless branch­ 
es, is veiled in a lacy mist of 
tiny white flowers. 
The effect is 
delicate and lovely bey ond de­ 
scription. 
And the flowers are 


protruding stamens. 
The purple breath of heaven is 
placed by botanists as an aga- 
thosma (A. ventenatiana) instead 
of a diosma. 
In the Greek from 
which these names come, diosma 
signified “ divine odor,” agathos- 
ma 
merely 
“ good 
odor” . 
But 
there seems little difference in 
the aromatic scent of these dif­ 
ferent breaths of heaven. 
They 
are all delightful and any or all 
of them worthy a place in y our! 
garden. 
In a nursery recently 1 noticed 
some shrubs which were entirely 
new to me and may be to y ou. 
They were Banksias, named for 
Sir 
J oseph 
Banks, 
an 
English 
scientist back around the y ear 
1800. 
(It was for his wife the 
pretty little Banksia roses, once 
so 
much 
grown 
in 
California 
gardens, were named.) 
Banksia speciosa has a most 
unusual and interesting leaf, long 
ard narrow. 
I hardly know how 
to describe it; on each side 
heavy midrib 
the lea f sections 
look like a row of rounding seal 
lops, with a prickly point. 
They 
are not set evenly opposite each 
other, but a little irregularly out 
of line, giving a quaint appear 
ance. 
Banksia 
occidentals 
has 
a much narrower leaf; B. prio 
notes has a considerably wider 
leaf. 
This la st grows 15 to 25 
feet tall in its native home.

evergreen 
shrubs and trees from Australia

Prop osed legislation to p revent 
refunds of excess tax levies, re­ 
sulting through technical errors 
in comp uting tax rates, was en­ 
dorsed today by County Auditor 
W. T. Lambert, who declared the 
tax-refund p ractice under p res­ 
ent law has develop ed into a 
racket by tax exp erts for their 
p ersonal gain, but at great loss 
to the taxp ay ers. 
Suits instigated by these tax 
exp erts have 
been 
brought or 
are threatened in various cities 
and counties of the state, in­ 
volving millions of dollars, said 
Lambert, who called attention to 
recent action of the county au­ 
ditors and tax collectors associa- 
i^on in p assing a resolution fa­ 
voring amendments that would 
p rohibit 
tax 
refunds 
of such 
character. 
Fears Future Levies 
If the 
courts 
sustain 
these 
claims, large future tax levies 
would be required to p ay off the 
judgments, Lambert p ointed out, 
emp hasizing that only the tax 
exp erts p rofit, while the taxp ay ­ 
ers suffer loss. 
“There 
has 
never 
been 
any 
claim that these excess levies 
were fraudulently or imp rop erly 
sp ent, 
or 
have 
contributed 
to 
} waste or excessive use of funds,” 
said Lambert. 
The excess mere­ 
ly results, he said, from failure 
to carry out amounts to the ex­ 
act fraction, in comp uting tax 
rates necessary to raise amounts 
budgeted. 
In Orange County 
“On Orange county , 
for ex 
amp le, the excess is only a trifl 
ing amount. 
And it is not wast 
ed. 
It goes into the reserves 
carried 
over 
to 
the 
following 
y ear, when it is ap p lied to the 
budget for that y ear and re 
quires just that much less tax 
m vy for th at y ear,” said Lam 
bert. 
“The taxp ay er is not harmed in 
any way by this p ractice, but on 
the other hand would be dam­ 
aged considerably , not only by 
a large tax levy that would be 
required 
to 
meet 
a 
refunding 
judgment, but also by the cost of 
guarding against a future excess 
levy ,” he added. 
Held Exp editious 
“The p resent method of com­ 
p uting rates in round figures is 
used because it is obviously more 
simp le and exp editious. 
To work 
our rate comp utation to the ex­ 
act fraction would mean p ur­ 
chasing 
additional 
equip ment, 
such as comp uting machines, and 
would also rcquide longer time 
of clerks. 
All that means cost 
to the taxp ay er.” 
“Another disadvantage of the 
situation 
that 
would 
result,” 
Lam bert 
continued, 
"would 
be 
Hoss of school reserves. 
In p lan 
ning our tax levy for the fiscal 
¿'ear, we must p rovide 18-month 
financing, 
because 
the 
schools 
m ust wait until December before 
any considerable quantity of tax 
money comes in. 
That extra six- 
months “dry ” p eriod, therefore, 
m ust be included in calculations 
for the fiscal p eriod between one 
July 1 and the next.”

Mr. Roosevelt seemed to wash his 
hands of tax ap p easement. 
Aft­ 
erward, a senator who had been 
working more or less directly with 
the White House on the ap p ease­ 
ment p rogram, told a friend: “It 
looks like the President has been 
stringing me along.” 
The senator is not the only 
one comp laining. 
Dozens of of­ 
ficials have been wailing similar­ 
ly . 
No more surface confusion 
ever attended government p olicy 
making. 
But on the inside, sur­ 
mises as to what hap p ened are 
quite clear. 
Ap p arently , Mr. Roosevelt first 
thought a tax ap p easement p ro­ 
gram would be a good idea, to 
stimulate business, to boost the 
stock market, to attest the new 
friendliness toward business.

when the idea failed to go over 
well he decided to go slow on it 
and is covering his retreat with 
well managed confusion.
